New HIV Diagnoses in Maryland 

In 2020, there were 724 reported HIV diagnoses. 

 In 2020, Baltimore City and Prince George’s 
County had the highest rates (per 100,000) of 
new HIV diagnoses. 

 Of the 724 reported HIV diagnoses in 2020, 
72% were NH-Black, 12% were NH-White, 
12% were Hispanic, and 4% were NH-Other.

 It is estimated that an additional 10.1% of people 
living with HIV in Maryland remain undiagnosed, as of 
2019. 

 Of the 724 HIV diagnoses in 2020, 32% were among 
adults ages 20-29 years old, 26% were among those 
ages 30-39, and 17% were among those ages 40-49. 

Characteristics of Marylanders Living with HIV 

At the end of 2020, there were 31,676 people living with diagnosed HIV in Maryland. 

 Rates (per 100,000) were twice as high in 
males (855.4) compared to females (405.6).  

 Rates among people living with diagnosed HIV 
were 3 to 10 times higher among NH-Black 
people (1,537.6) compared to Hispanic people 
(457.2) and NH-White people (148.2). 74% of 
living Maryland diagnoses were NH-Black.
